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THE FRENCH  GONSPIRACY.

An Official Statement—The “Aect
of Accusation” Against the
Regicide Conspirators—
What the Govern-

ment Proposes
to Prove.

Beolow we give a translation of ths acte
d'acousation of the High Court of Justice of
France, whioh is to assemble at Blois on the
18th of July., It is dated June 4, and, after
atating who formed the ‘‘chatabres des mises
on acousation,” and that the requistory of M.
Grandperret (this is the docament published
just before the plebiscite, which the Marseil
laise published as a fowilleton) would be

coods: —

“For many years the revolutionary pariy
had diunrmeg itself before the power and the
authority of the Imperial power; but in 1863
the public meotings whioch were held in dif-
ferent points of the capital, and the violence
of the speeches which were delivered there,
had reanimated the passions. The men of
aotion—as one of the acoused bhas said—had
recognized each other, had drawn together,
and understood one another. Soon secret
conventicles (concilfabules) were organized
¢hez Dupont, Guerin, Sappia, Fontaine pere,
and others, all known by theé extravagance of
their republican and ist opinions, The
police watched all the movements of the
members of these meeti without being
able to penetrate as yetnﬁ:‘to their projects
and their end, Nevertheless, their influence
was visible externally in the violent language
of their ts in - menaces of some of
them the agents of authority, and in
a certain assurance of the snccess of their
enterprises in a not distant fuluve which
they manifested. The slightest public
emotion was seized on eagerly as an ocea-
sion for riots, and it was remarked that the
rioters were immediately united, and sesmed
to assemble and to march at a given signal,

The burial of Victor Noir, in the month of
Jlm, 1870, had been the occasion of a
ge review of the revolutionary party;

and although n disagreement between Roockhs-
fort and Flourens stopped the crowd ready to
rush (e 7uer) upon Paris, the presence was
nevertheléss remarked then and there of all
the chiefs of the party, as well as the organi.

zation of armed groups, and for a moment a

sinister ovent was dreaded. This ooccasion

having friled, Flourens and his adhberents

thounght to seize another opportunity on the

7th of February, 1870, at the moment of the

arrest of the Deputy Rochefort. Flourens,

who presided over a public meeting, numer-
ous and extremely agitated, did not fear to
proclaim the republic, sword in hand, to
seize the person of the commissary of police,

and to parade the streets, calling the citizens

to arms. At his call, armed geoups were

formed, barricades were raised at different

points, shops were pillaged under pretense of

searching for arms, and during three days
cortain quarters of Paris were a prey to the

most serious disorders.” The rioters had
manifested their projects by the most calpa-
ble aots; the pelice, therefore, had full
liberty of action, and numerous arrests were
made on the barricades and wherever dis-
order showed itself. Search was mado at the
domigeile of the men composing the conven-
ticle, whom the police had for some time
watched. Arms and ammunition were found
there, and a great number of revolutionary
writings. It was soon discovered, by the
confession of the accused themselves, that
groups of agitators had been formed by the
advice of Villeneuve, a friend of Blanqui, at
St. Onen, at Batignolles, at Delleville, and at
Levallois; that anbsnrigtious had beenopened
to buy arms, and that these arms, when
bought, had been distrikuted to those who
were not able to provide themselves; that at
length the determination had been taken to
overthrow the Imperial Government, and to
attempt the life of the Emperor, One only
point remained obscure; how could these
men, armed only with revolvers for the most

part, bave persuaded themselves that
they could fight with success the
public {orees with the formidable
arms which they possess? In the secret

meekings it had been answered to this ques-
tion that there was an understanding with the
army. But what had reassured the most timid
were these wordl.:l often repeated by the lead-
ers, ‘‘Science will take the place of force (la
science suppleera a la jforee). These words
have been l’mqnen‘t-‘liy met with during the
inquiry, but what did they mean ? The pro-
cess tive to the facts reported above was
on the point of being terminated when new
facts came to light., The Prefecture of Police
was informed, on the one hand, that a man
named Beaury had arrived from London with
the design of assassinating the Emperor;
and, on the other hand, that explosive bombs
were being made in Paris, either to serve for
an attempt against his Majesty, or to be em-
ployed against the troops in case of a revolu.
tionary movement, A surveillance was esta-
blished. Beaury was arrested on the 20th
of April, being the bearer of a six-chambered
loaded revolver. OCamille Beaury, private in
the 7th Regiment of the Line, quartered in
Paris, had deserted after the fumeral of
Salmon, called Vietor Noir, at which he
had been présent. He went first of all to
Belgium, and thence to London, where he
met wilh another deserter, named Iayolles,
and where he also met Gustave Flourens,
whom he had known in Paris. Beaury was
present in London at a banguet given by the
refugees to Tibaldi, of I&hn origin, con-
demned in France. recemtly returned from
Cayenne, Beaury bas afirmed, and persists
in afirming, that the resolution to assassinate
the Emperor was taken by Fayolles, Flourens,
Tibaldi, and himself; that they drew lots for
which of the four conspirators should be the
first to mot, and thet it was bhim (Beaury)
whom ohance chose; and that the next day he
left for France. Arrived in Paris, he put
himself in relations with a man named Soret,
to whom he had been recommended by
Flourens, and also with a man named Ballot,
who gave him money on Flourens' account.
t is the individual with whom Plourens
took refuge on the night of the 7th-sth of
February, and it was in Ballot's bhouse
that the same Flonrens remained hid
during forty from the 8th of February
to the 20th of Ballot ditll}not confine
himself to handing money to Beaury,

Experts have been charged
to examine the bowmbs; they have reported
that these bombs, when loaded with common
yowder, produce bnt & very moderate effact,

ut that, leaded with the powder of which
the recipe was found at Roussel’'s, they burst
in a mapner to produce terrible effects.

Wint Is Behind It-The Warllke Applinnces of
Fronce nud Prossin—T helr Relative Strenxth
in Men and Arms.

In view of the serious complications between
France and Prussia over the question of Prince
Leopold’s candidacy for the Spanish throne, and
the probability of an appeal to arms for their
settlement, the following summary of the rela-

It comprises 250
battalions, having eight companies of 2000 men,
and 125 bLetterles of 200 memn: together, the
active army, the reserye, and the National
Guard pumber 1,850,000 men.

An additional ‘iorce of 200,000
wen is at her disposal for the occupation of
towns and garrisons. Every Prassian subject is
enrolled a8 a soldier as soon ns he has completed
his twentieth year, He serves, unless exempted,
three years in the regular army, four in the re-
serve, and at the end of this term enters the
Landwehr or militia for nine vears. Leaving
the Landwebr he is finally enrolled in the Land-
sturm until he is fifty years of age,

The Commander-in-Chiefl of the Army and
Navy is the King. The chief of the staff is
Genernl de Moltke.

The Hansa, another iron-clad, is
nearly completed at  Dautzic, where the steam
frigate Ariadne has been commenced, and the
steam sloops Albatross and Nautllus. To be
bullt by 1877 are eleven iron-clads of the largest
size, eleven double-banked frigates, seven heavy
sloops, and three transporis, The vessels in
commission are manned by 5012 sailors, 737 ea-
gineers, 470 carpenters and mechanics, 192 war-
rant officere, and ofticers. Besides this,
there is a r2serve of 4156 men, which can be
cnlled upon ot any time, and a second reserve,
called se¢ wehr, which acts only in time of war,
snd may be translated sea militia,
